Duties Drawback Rules, 1971 (Notification No.52/F.No.602/2/70-DBK published in the Gazette of India, 
Extra-Ordinary, dated the 25th August, 1971), the Central Government hereby makes the following amend¬ 
ments in the Public Notice No.DRAWBACK/PN-1, dated the 15th October, 1971, as amended from time 
to tune.

1. Dwarback at the rates specified in this Public Notice shall be applicable only if the procedural 
requirement for claiming Drawback as specified under Rule 10 or 11 of the Customs & Central Excise Duties 
Dwarback Rules, 1971, unless otherwise relaxed by the competent authority, are satisfied; 

2. The rates of drawback specified in this Public Notice shall not be applicable to export of any of 
the commcdiLies/products if such commodity/product is ; 

(a) manufactured partly or wholly in bond under section 65 of the Customs Act, 1962; 

(b) manufactured and/or exported in discharge of export obligation against an Advance Licence 
issued under the Duty Exemption Scheme vide the relevant Import and Export Policy. 

(c) manufactured and/or exported by a unit licensed as hundred percent export-oriented unit in terms 
of the relevant provisions of the Import and Export Policy in force; 

(d) manufactured and/or exported by any of the units situated in the free Trade Zones/Export 
Processing Zones Viz., KFTZ, SEEPZ, MADRAS, FALTA, NOIDA AND COCHIN Export 
Processing Zones; 

(c) manufactured and exported in terms of Rule 191A of the Central Excise Rules, 1944; 

(D manufactured and exported in terms of Rule 191B of the Central Excise Rules, 1944; 

(g) manufactured and/or exported availing of the facility under the Import-Export Pass book Scheme 
vide the relevant Import and Export Policy; 

Provided that nothing contained in Notes 2(b), (e), (f) & (g) above shall prohibit payment of drawback 
at a particular rate/amount if it has been specifically authorised under any sub-serial number in the Table 
attached to this P ubltc Notice subject to such terms and conditions as may be specified thereunder. 

3. The rates of drawback expressed against the various sub-serial numbers in this Public Notice in 
specific terms or on ad valorem basis, unless otherwise provided under any sub-serial are inclusive of draw¬ 
back for packing materials used, if any. 

4. In respect of goods exported in CKD/SKD condition where an exporter establishes evidence and 
so long as it is possible to identify that a complete set of components required for assembling the export 
product has been shipped, either in one or more lots, through one or more Ports/Airports/Land Customs 
Stations, then the drawback rale applicable to the completely assembled unit shall be applicable to such 
exports subject to such other conditions as are prescribed for the complete unit. 

5. In respect of goods covered by S.S.Nos. 4807, 5002 and 5008 when exported in CKD/SKD packs, 
by deletion of certarn components/assembly, the drawbacl: indicated in the relev ant sub-sorial numbers 
shall be payable to such packs, subject to the condition that the f.o.b. value of such deleted pack is not less 
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than 80% of the f.o.b. value of the completely assembled unit. For this purpose, the exporter shall produce 
evidence, to the satisfaction the Assistant Collector of Customs, of the contemporary f.o.b. value of 
the relevant completely assembled packs.
